dozen 
diildren in the t-Mnsble retarded 
group have bet., informally re­ 
ported to tho organization Me 
Fadden said. But no procedure 
has yet been established to ca­ 
tegorize the reported children so 
that plans may be made to serve 
them best. 
Mental retardation is the larg­ 
est single handicap group. .McFad- 
den said. Statistically approximate­ 
ly 300 children out of each 10.000 
of school age in the nation are 
retarded, according to figures of 
the California Council for Men­ 
tally Retarded Children Of this 
group, only approximately five per 
cent are non trainable or non- 
educable Mentally retarded ex­ 
ceed such publicized afflictions as 
blindness by 280 per 10,000. polio 
by 270 per 10.000 and rheumatic 
heart conditions by 230 per 10,­ 
000 


•'MOST OF THE retarded chil­ 
dren can be helped, which in turn 
helps the entire community, and 
later state and national society.’’ 
McFadden said He termed the 
training of retarded children "hu- 
mantarian. and good tax sense, 
because it can help them des clop 
to the best of their abilities, and 
possibly relieve a future depen­ 
dency burden from the tax com­ 
munity.”

The foundation here has as its 
aims establishment of day care, 
24 hour care, and workshop fa­ 
cility. and possible work with the 
school district in establishing a 
training program for trainable 
children. The district now has 34 
children enrolled in a program for 
educable children. 
THE EDUCABLE PROGRAM— 
formerly known as a ‘Point One” 
program — is mandatory for dis­ 
tricts with elementary enrollments 
of more than 901 pupils. The train­ 
able program is not required by 
law.The Palm Springs School Dis­ 
trict does provide some home 
teaching for trainable children, 
under the special services pro­ 
gram. A program for class teach­ 
ing — the old “Point Two** pro­ 
gram is permissive, but not man­ 
datory. 
TO ENCOURAGE programs for 
tramable children, the state leg­ 
islature has raised the allowance 
per child of average daily atten­ 
dance to $670. plus a maximum of 
$475 for transportation. 
Frank Guirado. special sem ces 
officer of the Riverside County su­ 
perintendent's office, explained to 
The Desert Sun that districts may 
apply for an advance apportion­ 
ment of funds for a program for 
trainable children, but actual dis­ 
bursements are made at the end 
of the first year. Educable chil­ 
dren for special classes generally 
range from 50 to 79 in intelligence 
quotient, and trainable children 
40 to 50. but the figure varies 
by dv^trict. No mandatory I. Q 
clawufi ciation is required by law, 
he said.

But Kennedy N abs 


Dem ocrat Delegates 


From Two States 
United Press International 
Republicans today hailed Vice 
President Richard M. Nixon’s 
showing against Sen. John F. 
Kennedy (D-Mass » in Indiana’s 
presidential “popularity contest” 
as a great upset victory which 
foreshadowed GOP success in No­ 
vember. 
Returns from all but a few hun­ 
dred of the 4.229 precincts gave 
Nixon 368,249 votes and Kennedy 
333,117 in Tuesday's primary. The 
candidates were without major 
opposition in their separate races. 
THE MASSACHUSETTS Demo­ 
crat, who made four campaign 
swing through the state, has pre­ 
dicted in Advance he would pile 
up the most vote*. Nixon, who did 
no campaigning in Indiana, had 
forecast lie would trail. 
Other primaries were held Tues­ 
day in Ohio, the District of Co­ 
lumbia, Alabama and Florida. 
REPUBLICAN 
NATIONAL 
Chairman Thurston B. Morton 
described the Indiana result as a 
’’tremendous upset victory.” 
He said, “This demon nation of 
the vice president's g.ass roots 
appeal, without personal effort 
and against huge odds, ie most 
dramatic and compelling.' 
Nixon himself expressed 'sur­ 
prise.” 
REP. WILLIAM G. Gray (R 
Ind.) said the vote totals showed 
“the vice president has popular 
appeal that goes far beyond lo­ 
cal contests or other surface fac­ 
tors. The people of Indiana want 
him as their president ” 
In another Midwest 
primary, 
Kennedy and Nixon won Ohio's 
convention votes. 
Delegates pledged to Nixon won 
all the state's seats at the GOP 
convention. 
IN THE DEMOCRATIC contest. 
a slate of delegates headed by 
Gov. Michael V. DiSalle topped a 
group led by Ray T. Muller, long­ 
time chairman of the Cleveland 
Democratic organization. 
In the other race involving a 
presidential contest. Sen. Hubert 
H. Humphrey <Minn.» led Sen. 
Wayne Morse (Ore.) in the Dis­ 
trict of Columbia Democratic pri­ 
mary. Nixon was not on the bal­ 
lot. But all GOP delegate candi­ 
dates were pledged to him 
IN ALABAMA. A slate of presi­ 
dential electors pledged to \ote 
only for a candidate they consid­ 
er sympathetic to the South claim­ 
ed two of the state's 11 electoral 
positions.

It would cost the indi­ 
vidual $24 a year. 
Rep. Burr P. Harrison (D-Va ), 
a member of the House Ways and 
Means Committee which must ap­ 
prove such, legislation, called the 
administration proposal “a Tovyv- 
6end plan. Rube G o l d b e r g 
scheme.”

ANOTHER DEMOCRAT rueful­ 
ly said of the election-year coun­ 
termove: “We’ve been outfinessed. 
The administration has everything 
but the kitchen sink in the way of 
benefits. I’m surprised H doesn't 
include maternity benefits.” 
Speaker Sam Rayburn, pending 
a study of tho administration a 
medical care plan, gave It a chilly 
reception. Commenting on its com. 
bined federal • atatc provisions, 
Rayburn said: 
‘ Some states ran’t participate 
in a program like that. I under­ 
stand mine (Texas) is one of 
them.” 


At ELK ARK SECRETARY Arthut 
S. Flemming told the House Way* 
and Means Committee the pro­ 
pos'd new medical care progiam 
would cost the federal Treasury 
an estimated 60Q million dollars a 
year. The states, on an average, 
would put up about the same 
amount. 
The benefits would Include pay. 
ment of a major share of the cost 
of 180 days of hospitalizaton, 363 
days of nursing home care and 
certain medical and dental serv- ‘ 
ices. It also would cover up to 
$350 worth of prescribed drugs. 


TO QUALIFY FOR the volun­ 
tary program, elderly p e r s o n a 
would have to pay the insurance 
premium of $24 a year. Those re­ 
quiring medical treatment would 
have to pay the first $250 of the 
cost and 20 per cent of the re­ 
maining eost until the benefits 
were exhausted. Thereafter the in* 
dividual would have to meet the 
entire cost of medical care. 
The initial $250 out of pocket 
pay me nr. would be required of 
single persons. R would be fixed 
at $400 for a couple. The program 
has been worked out by Flemming 
and other administration official* 
in recent weeks. 


THE LONG RANGE coat of tho 
new program would make it by 
far the broadest and most cosily 
new federal subsidy program reo* 
ommendud by the administration 
since President Eisenhower en­ 
tered the White House. It was of­ 
fered as a rival plan to a Demo* 
cratic proposal that w o u l d be 
even more sweeping and inclusive. 
The administration plan ¿would 
offer benefits for all of tht 18 
million persons who currently are 
65 and older except those w i t h 
incomes above a specified leveL

T^lm Springs P o stm aster M er­ 
ritt W illiams said today he has 
b-.vn advised by P ostm aster Gen­ 
eral A rthur E. Sum m erfield that 
proposed new letter rate increases 
would cost the average fam ily in 
Palm Springs only 15 centa m ore 
• month. 


This finding. W illiams explained 
is based on extensive new studies 
of proposed postal rote legislation. 
Because about three-fourths of the 
mail covered in the recom m ended 
new rates would 
be 
m a il'd 
by 
large 
com m ercial 
users, 
t h e y 
would pay most of the additional 
$554 million in postage increases, 
the local p o stm aster em phasized. 


IN A PRESS conference in Wash 
Ington a few days ego. P ostm aster 
Williams explained, the P ostm ast­ 
er G eneral said he is now optim is­ 
tic that Congress wil approve the 
recom m ended rate 
increase* be­ 
fore adjournm ent this sum m er. 
The P o stm aster G eneral w arned 
“ the failure to adjust postal rates 
to postal expenses is not only pil­ 
ing up huge postal deficit* w'hich 
weaken our economic strength, but 
Is also costing the taxpayers of 
the country in excess of $200 m il­ 
lion annually in interest charges 
alone. 


“ WE WANT.’* THE Postm aster 
G eneral declared, “ to r e l i e v e 
A m ericans of the needless finan­ 
cial burden of huge postal deficits. 
We propose in sim plest term * to 
rem ove this unjust tax from the 
back* of our citizen* We propose 
to do so by having the people who 
actually use the m ails pay the 
cost* of doing so . . 
The proposed increase* w o u l d 
raise ordinary letter cost* from 4 
to $ cen t* an ounce; 
air 
m ail 
from 7 to 8 cent*, postal ca rd s 
from S to 4 cents, and air m ail 
postal ca rd s from 5 to 6 cent*. 
The revenue* from second class 
m ail — m ostly 
m agazine* 
a n d 
new spapers — would he increased 
about 40 per cent, and third class 
mail — m ostly advertising .circu­ 
lar* — would be raised about 25 
per cent. Second class m ail is pro­ 
ducing 
a 
revenue 
deficiency 
of 
about $260,000,000 annually, a n d 
third class m ail about $190,000,000 
annually.
